IN the Senate, on the 2d, the ehief features 
of the proceedings were discussions as to the 
best means of preventing the importation of 
infectious diseases, and on the clause of the 
Deficiency bill making the appropriation for 
a home for women in Utah...... In the House 
the most interesting portion ot the proceed- 
ings was the adoption of the conference report 
on the joint resolution in aid of the yellow 
fever sufferers. 

IN the Senate, on the 3d, the Republican 
Tariff bill was presented by Mr. Allison, and 
Mr. Sherman, on the plea of necessary absence 
when the measure should be called up, ad- 
dressed the Senate in favor of the bill. Con- 
sideration of Mr. Hale's resolution calling on 
the Secretary of War for an explanation of the 
Benet circular respecting discriminations in 
employment in the arsenals was resumed...... 
In the House, among the bills passed were Sen- 
ate bill for the establishment of the Lincoln 
laud district of New Mexico, and the Senate 
bill granting right of way to the Pensacola & 
Memphis Railroad Company through the pub- 
lic lands in Florida, Mississippi, Alabama and 
Tennessee, and through the naval and military 
reservations near Pensacola. 

IN the Senate, on the 4th, the adoption of the 
Hale resolution on the Benet circular, the pass- 
age of the Fourth-class Postmasters bill, and 
the presentation of the majority and minority 
reports on the Senate Tariff bill, together with 
the views of Mr. Beck on the latter measure, 
were the marked events of the day......In the 
House, adiscussion of the conference report 
on the Deficiency_bill occupied the time of the 
session, An unsuccessful attempt was made 
to cull up the Senate bill to incorporate the 
Maritime Canal Company of Nicaragua. Sen- 
ate bill was passed allowing the Secretary of 
the Treasury to permit the use of petroleum on 
steamers not carrying passengers, without a 
certificate of a supervising inspector. 

THE Senate was not in session on the 5th..... 
In the House, the bill to incorporate the Mari- 
time Canal Company of Nicaragua was taken 
up, and Mr. Culbertson offered an amendment 
providing that nothing in the act shall be con- 
strued to involve the United States in any pe- 
cuniary obligation other than the payment of 
tolls, which was agreed to, and the question 
being put on reporting the bill favorably to the 
House, the vote resulted 33 to6. Mr. Burnes 
offered a concurrent resolution, which was 
agreed to, for the appointment of a select 
joint committee of three Senators and six 
Representatives to investigate the work done 
on the Washington aqueduct tunnel. At the 
evening session a large number of private pen- 
sion bills were passed. 

In the Senate, on the 8th, among the bills 
and resolutions passed were: House joint reso- 
lution foran inquiry by a committee of three 
Senatozgs and three Representatives Into the 
contracts and work on the aqueduct tunnel, 
and House bill to restore certain money to the 
fund for the erection of a public building at De- 
troit. Consideration of the Senate substitute 
forthe Mills Tariff bill occupied almost the 
entire day, Mr. Allison speaking for, and Mr. 
Vance against the substitute......In the Bouse 
a number of bills were introduced and referred, 
and Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, addressed the 
House at length on the tariff question.

PERSONAL AND GENERAL 


EMPEROR WILLIAM has ordered that his 
state carriage, horses and servants, be 
sent to Rome for the purpose of driving 
him to the Vatican in state. 

COMMISSIONER OF AGRICULTURE COL- 
MAN left Washington, on the 7th, tor Chi- 
cago, where he will meet and confer with 
leading pork-packers in refereuce to ex- 
hibits from this country for the Paris Ex- 
position next year. 

JoHN DILLON, writing on the Irish land 
question, says: ‘Recent events add new 
courage to the evictors and rack-renters, 
who Jast spring were utterly beaten, but 
now seem inspired with new hopes. The 
land courts cre rapidly becoming 
branches of the machiuery for oppressing 
tenants, to whom they area delusion and 
a snare.’”’ 

No trace of Bosworth, the missing 
treasurer of the Stafford Mills and Beattie 
Zine Company at Fall River, Mass., has 
been found. The experts at work on the 
books have not yet found any discrepancy, 
except that of $9,000 in the accounts with 
the Massassoit Bank. 

Tur Zanzibar natives have informed 
the British agents that their quarrel with 
the Germans is due to unnecessary inter- 
ference on the part of the latter with 
native customs. Their hostility is direct- 
ed against the German East African Com- 
pany alone, and the German Government 
is held in the highest respect. 

Ir is announced that Chairman Quay of 
the Republican National committee has 
deposited in the Garfield National Bank 
of New York $25,000 as a fund to reward 
persons furnishing information leading 
to the conviction of violators of the Rezgis- 
tration law in that city. There will be 
paid $2,000 for the first conviction, $1,00) 
for the second, $590 for the third and $209 
for each subsequent conviction until the 
fund is exhausted. 

THE police, while arresting some drunk- 
en Indians inthe western part of Spokane 
Falls, W. T., onthe 6th, were fired at, 
and a number of shots were exchanged. 
The citizens rallied to the aid of the po- 
lice, and one Indian was killed, whose 
body went floating down the river. here 
were twenty-five or thirty Indians of the 
Nez Perces and Spokane tribes. 

Tue English Parliamentary Currency 
Commission is equally divided on the 
question of bi-metalism.

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THE Supreme Court of New York City, 
on the 8th, granted permission to Attor- 
ney-General Tabor to bring action to an- 
nul the charter of the Havemeyer & 
Elder Sugar Company on the ground that 
by joining the trust it had forfeited its 
corporate rights. 

From 820 to 1,000 laborers, who were 
engaged in the construction of the new 
embankment of the Yellow river at 
Chang Chou, China, were swept away and 
drowned, in the destruction of tha work 
by a recent flood. The embankment was 
begun last fall, and carried on at a cost 
of $9,000,000, 

Iv aspeech in London, on the 8th, John 
Morley said that the apathy of the gov- 
ernment had raised the question of home 
rule in Ireland, and was now raising a 
similar movement in Wales. A Liberal 
victory in the coming election was a cer- 
tainty. 

Mr. Henry J. CampseLyt, Member of 
Parliament for South Fermanagh, on the 
8th, brought an action against the London 
Times for having stated that he was the 
author of the alleged Parnell letters. 

At the meeting of the Whitechapel 
(London) inquest, on the 8th, several sur- 
geons deposed that the body found in 
Whitehall was that of a woman of un- 
usually fine appearance and evidently of 
good social position. 

FRANcIs A. WILLARD, aged sixty-one, 
senior partner of the extensive banking 
and commission house of William Black 
& Co., of New York, shot himself, on the 
Sth, owing to worry over the troubles of 
the firm, which was caught in the Hutch- 
inson squeeze on wheat. 

LAND COMMISSIONER STOCKSLAGER, on 
the 8th, directed the local land officers to 
allow the application for 158 settlers, 
located on the indemnity lands of the 
Marquette, Houghton & Ontonagon Rail- 
road grant in the Upper Peninsula of 
Michigan. 

Notuine had yet been heard, up to the 
8th, at the State Department, about the 
reported protest of the British Govern- 
mentagainst the Pres:dent’s Retaliation 
message. 

MELVILLE W. FULLER, of Chicago, was 
sworn in as Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States on the 8th.

Fifty-two thou- 
sand wounded persons received public 
assistance.

ChiEF-JUSTICE FULLER. 


Melville W. Fuller, Chief-Justice of the 
Supreme Court of the United States For- 
mally Inducted Into Officein the Pres- 
ence of a Distinguished Assemblage— 
a ews Pays Its Kespects to the Pres- 

eceut, 

WaAsurneton, Oct. 8.—Tho new Chief- 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
States was iustalled in office to-day with 
appropriate ceremonies. At eleven 
o’clock the doors of the Supreme Court- 
roum were thrown open, but a number of 
the inost available benches were reserved 
for the family of the Chief-Justice and 
other important guests. The other seats 
inthe chamber were quickly filled, and 
soon a crowd assembled which almost 
blockaded the hallway without. Those 
who were to occupy the reserved seats 
were taken through the marshal’s office. 
Ai l1:55 a m., the court room being then 
almost full, Judge Thurman entered 
through the marshal’s room. There was no 
seat available, and the marshal gave him 
one of the seats at the crier’s desk. When 
the crowd in the court room caught sight 
of him there was som» slight applause, 
which was quickly hushed by the officers 
of the court. Judge Thurman sat at the 
left of the Justices’ seats. In the front 
row of benches just behind him sat Min- 
ister Mutsu, of the Japanese Legation, his 
wife aud secretary. Behind them sat Mrs. 
Fuller with six of her daughters, and her 
little boy. Within the bar of the court 
and on the benches about it were 
seated Senators Davis, Butler, Spooner, 
Dolph, Farwell, George, Hampton 
and Mitchell; Representative Brecken- 
ridge, of Kentucky, and his family, Rop- 
resentative Wheeler, Herbert and Oates, 
Solicitor-General Jenks, Patent Com- 
missioner Hall, District Marshal Wilson, 
and Mrs. Senator Cockrell. 

A number of prominent members of 
the Chicago bar were al:o present, among 
them Hon. Wm. C. Goudy, Adlai T. Ew- 
ing, Holdridge O. Collins, W. J. Man- 
ning and Frank J. Smith. 

Atafew minutes before the noon hour, 
the Attorney-General entered the court 
room. Atthe same time, in the confer- 
ence without, tho Senior Associate 
Justice, Mr. Miller, was administer- 
ing to the new Chief-Justice the oath 
of allegiance. At the noon hour, the 
crier opened the court with the usual 
proclamation beginning with ‘“Oyez, 
Oyez, Oyez,’”? and concluding with ‘‘God 
save the United States, and its Honorable 
Court.”’ 

The Associate Justices then entered 
from the conference room, every one in 
the court-room rising and remaining 
standing until they had taken their seats. 
Allof the Justices were present except 
Justice Field and Justice Matthews. The 
Chief-Justice entered after the Associate 
Justices and tooka seat at the clerk’s 
desk to their right. He wore the black 
robes of his office. When the As- 
sociate Justices had taken their 
seats the Senior Associate Justice, Mr. 
Miller, announced to the bar that he had 
the honor to inform them that since the 
last meeting of the court a new Chief- 
Justice had been appointed and had re- 
ceived his commission and was rendy to 
receive the oath of office. He called on 
the clerk to read the commission. During 
the reading the Chief-Justice remained 
seated. Atits conclusion he arose and, 
froma slip which he held in his hand, 
read the oath of office: 

I, Melville Weston Fuller, de solemnly swear 
that I will administer justice without respect 
to persons and do equal right tothe poor and to 
the rich, and that I will faithfully and impar- 
tially discharge and perform all the dutics in- 
cumbent upon me as Chief-Justice of the United 
States, according to the best of my abilities 
and understanding, agreeably to the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the United States, so help me 
God. 

Mr. Fulier’s voice was clear and his 
manner calm. When he had read the 
oath he returned to the clerk the bible 
which he had held in his hand, and retir- 
ing behind the pillars which form the 
background to the Justices’ seats, ap- 
peared at the doorway in the middle of 
the bench. The Justices and the mem- 
bers of the bar had remained standing 
throughout the ceremony and until the 
appearance of the Chief-Justice in his of- 
ficial place. As he entered the doorway, 
Justice Miller turned to the left and 
grasping his hand said:” I welcome 
you as a member of this court 
and == as its Chief-Justice.”’ The 
Chief-Justice bowed. He then turned to 
the left and bowed to the Associate 
Justices seated there, and finally he 
bowed to tha members of the bar. Then 
he took his seat and the Associate Justices 
and the members of the bar seated them- 
selves. The Chief-Justice made his first 
announcement tothe bar. It was to the 
effect that, as was well-known, the court 
would transact no business to-day, but 
would receive applications for admittance 
to the bar. Attorney-General Garland ad- 
dressed the court and proposed the name of 
Henry B. Munn, of the District of Colum- 
bia, for admittance to the bar. Hon. W. 
C. Goudy proposed the names of several 
members of the Chicago bar, and these 
and a large number of other candidates 
were taken to the clerk’s desk and sworn 
in. During this ceremony there was some 
noise near the door of the court room, 
and Justice Miller rapped on his desk and 
called for order. 

When the installation of new members 
of the bar had been completed, tle Chief 
Justice announced that all motions set 
for to-day would stand over until to- 
morrow, when the court would proceed 
with the docket. He said that iu ac- 





cordance with immemorial usage, 
the court would adjourn to 
give the members an _ opportunity 


to pay their respects to the President. 
The crier then announced the court ai- 
journed. The Chief Justice and his aso- 
ciates retired to the conference-room, 
and in a few moments the court-room 
was cleared. The justices removed their 
robes, and, taking carriages, proceeded 
to the White House to callon the Presi- 
dent. 

Shortly before one o’clock the members 
of the Supreme Court, with the exception 
of Justice Matthews, and headed by Mar- 


‘shal Wright and Clerk McKenny, called 


at the White House. The party were 
ushered into the Blue room. where the 
President soon joined them. Some twen- 
ty minutes were spent in pleasant coa- 
versation. The East room at tho time 
was well filled with people awaiting 
the  President’s reguiar Monday

SOUTHERN GLEANINGS, 


John D. Smith died recently at Mem- 
phis, Tenn., from wounds inflicted by a 
negro named Jim Conley. Conley has 
surrendered, 

Ww. H. Bolton, a hotel-keepoer, was shot 
and dangerously wounded by Wm. H. 
Batte at Horn Lake, Miss., a few days 
ago. The men quarreled over a business 
matter. 

A boy while passing through the Hol- 
lies, two miles from Virginia Beach, Va., 
a few nights ago, discovered the skeleton 
of aman. From the scattered clothing, 
papers and other articles found around, 
it was identified as the remains of Alonzo 
Lewis, the missing salesman of W. & B. 
Douglas, pump manufacturers of New 
York City. The buzzards.had eaten every 
particle of flesh off, leaving only the 
bleached boues. The presumption is that 
Lewis committed suicide 

A very strange suicide, if suicide it may 
be termed, occurred in Yadkin County, 
N. C., recently. A white man named 
Rufus Reavis forced his way into afroom 
of Allgood’s whisky distillery. Hiding 
himself under a shelf, he put one end of 
a siphon into a barrel of whisky and the 
other into his mouth and let the liquor 
run into his stomach until and his throat 
were filled, and in this position he was 
found dead, with whisky pouring from 
the end of the siphonin his mouth. He 
had literally had his fill of liquor for 
once. His appearance was horrible in 
the extreme. 

Jefferson Baker, the young farmer from 
near Russellville, Ky., who foll from a 
moving freight train at Hopkinsville, 
while attempting to steal a ride, and had 
his right leg crushed by the car wheels 
passing over it, died from having the in- 
jured limb amputated. He never rallied 
from the operation. 

Tae tobacco crop about Bradford, Ky., 
has been damaged one-third by frost. 

The :Louisiana Prohibition State con- 
vention nominated an electoral ticket. 
They say they can poll 2,090 votes. 

Robert Harris, a conductor on the 
Chattanooga & Lookout Mountain rail- 
road, was instantly killed a few days ago 
by falling from a construction car. 

Captain Jas. M. Wilson, a prominent 
citizen living near Cropson, Ky., fell 
from a wagon a tew days azo, and was 
run over and crushed to death by the 
wheels. 

Policeman Turner, of Henderson, Ky., 
has been arrested, charged with murder. 
He shot a boy named Willie Miller to 
death, who was running away from him, 
after jumping from the rear of a street- 
car where he and a companion had been 
stealing a ride. 

The North Georgia and Alabama Min- 
eral and Industrial Exposition at Rome 
was opened by Governor Gordon. De- 
spite the quarantine panic in the South, 
the opening was attended by 10,000 per- 
sons. 

Sheriff Lance fatally shot Flem Potts at 
Sparta, Tenn., a few days ago. Potts pre- 
vented the sheriff from arresting his 
brother, but walked away, arm in arm, 
with the officer. The latter discovered a 
concealed weapon in Pott’s possession, 
and killed him as a precaution to pre- 
serve his own life 

There being no opposition, the election 
for Governor and Siate. officers in Geor- 
gia passed of quietly. Governon Gordon 
and the other officials were re-elected. 
The amendment to the Constitution in- 
creasing the number of Supreme Court 
judges from three to five, was adopted, 

The pension office at Louisville, Ky., 
has received notice to suspend payment 
of the pension of Mrs. Sarah Crutcher 
of Pitts Point, near Bardstown, Ky., 
widow of Jas. Crutcher, a revolutionary 
soldier. She died afew daysago. She 
was eighty-six years old and had drawn 
& pension since 1853. 

The youngest convict in the United 
States is now in the State prison iu Nash- 
ville, Tenn. His name is Daniel Jordan, 
and he was sent from Memphis. He is 
less than eleven years old, and was con- 
victed of having stolen five dollars and 
sentenced to threo years in the peniten- 
tiary. When the first night of his incar- 
ceration came the guard did not lock him 
in a solitary cell, but allowed him to lie 
on a blanket, where he sobbed himself to 
sleep. He has a widowed mother in Mem- 
phis. 

Frank M. Irion, the defaulting clerk of 
the Birmingham (Ala.) City Court, will 
make no effort to secure bond, and will 
plead guilty to the indictments against 
him. He is anxious to begin serving out 
whatever sentence the court may pass. 
[rion’s total shortage is now estimated at 
$24,000. He lost ifall in sp-culation, and 
had only #450 when he teft last January. 

A new danger has recently confronted 
rice planters of South Carolina. June 
rice is now in the maturing stages and a 
first-ciass frost, which is threatened 
almost every night, would kill it. If 
frost does not come in a week. however, 
the rice will have time to mature. The 
heavy rains first crippled this crop and 
then came the flood, which seriously hurt 
it. The loss, too, has been considerable 
in ripe rice, from the frequent handling 
which was necessary to dry it out. Some 
of it had to be handled three or four 
times, and every time it was handled 
there was a loss. Rice sprouted badly, 
and stacked rice, hastily harvested, mow- 
burned and entailed a loss in the de- 
terioration of the rice. Until the rice 
has been given into the hands of the 
millers the extent of the loss can not be 
approximated. The planters, however, 
are positive that they will not reap one- 
half the crop they expected before the 
rainy season set in. 

An extraordinary scene was witnessed 
in the Memphis (Tenn.) police court a 
few days ago, when a negro, who had 
shot two white men to death was dis- 
charged by the pelice judge. The room 
was crowded with whites and negroes, 
and when Judge Hadden told the accused 
that he might go free—and he went out 
almost literally in the arms of his wife 
and children—there was an outburst of 
applause which the officers of the court 
were powerless to quell. The negro is 
James Conley, the sexton of Zion col- 
ored cemetery. The men he killed were 
Will W. Eastman, the nephew of a 
wealthy lumber dealer of Memphis, and 
J. D. Smith, a boss carpenter. They at- 
tacked Conley in his own house and be 
shot them in self-defense,

Vanatural and Unnecessary Reticence of 
the Road . Officials — Pifty-seven Ghastiy 
Corpses in the Ride to Wilkesbarre—Ten 
are Still Unidentified —Anguish of Count- 


less Families. 


WILKESBARRY, Pa., Oct. 12.—[Special. ] | 


The death list of the frightful accident 
of Weduaesday night promises still to 
vo on growing. 

No pen can scarcely do justice to the 
-vene of death, desolation and distress 
witnessed here to-day. 

After the first and greatest excite- 
ment had j assed away, everybody was 
not slow to condemn the cruel silence of 
the railway company officials, who, while 
agonized husbands, wives and mothers 
clung around their slightest words, de- 
clared they knew nothing. 

At 3:30 a. mm. a report was in circula- 
tion that arrangements had been made 
for the receipt of a large number of 
wounded at the hospital. The rumor 
was soon confirmed. The ofticials were 
expecting twenty-five of the victims. 

Vith such a list of wounded coming 
in this direction, the public pulse stood 
rtill over horrible possibilities, and thou- 
sands of fainting hearts quivered in 
‘read. Many persons wanted to go to 
the scene of the disaster, and endeavored 
to charter a locomotive. Rev. Father 
Moylan, of Scranton. offered to pay cash 
for any expense in that direction. but 
the favor could not be obtained, owing 
to the absence of Superintendent Mitch- 
cll at the wreck, 

Many persons, after waiting during 
the long, weary hours, from ten to three 
in the morning, took the south-lound 
train which passed here at 3:10, and 
went to the scene of the appailing dis- 
aster. 

Nota single person escape: from the 
rear car. The second was crowdet with 
maimed and bleeding bodies, and the 
third car had bat few passengers who 
escaped uninjured, But the terror- 
stricaei passengers of both trates made 
their way out of the cars, and on going to 
the telescoped engine and cars where 
the full horror of the terrible disaster 
dawned upon them. The shattered en- 
gine was pouring forth streams of »cald- 
ing steam and water, which i'd from 
their eyes the fullest measure of tlie 
horrible scene, while its hissing sounds 
deadened the shrieks and groans of those 
imprisoned in the wreck. Ghasily white 
faces peered into the windows to be 
greeted by faces far more ghastly. Some 
of the dead sat pinioned in seais erect, 
as in life, staring open-eved, as if aware 
of the horrible surroundings. 

Last night the funeral train arrived in 
Wilkesbarre, bearing fifty seven dead 
bodies. They had been partially pre- 
pared for burial, and lay upon boards 
placed upon the backs of the seats in 
three passenger coaches. It was an aw- 
ful sight indeed, to look through the 
long coaches at the dead bodies, each 
covered with white cloth. Here the 
form of a boy of twelve, and beside it 
the stalwart nan. As the train drew up 
to Wilkesbarre depot, it took a dozen po- 
licemen to keep back the frantic crowd 
of friends and relatives who had come

General Palmer has at all times and 
places during the canvass announced his 
opposition to the employment of so-call- 
ed. private police agencies to perform 
public functions when a strike is pend- 
ing. The immediate wholesale employ- 
ment of private police by President 
Yerkes at the very beginning of the 
strike, and their discharge by him when 
it was found that the mayor, in this in- 
stance, forbade their use on the streets, 
has made the subject of ‘‘Pinkertonism” 
a peculiarly delicate one now for an ex- 
cited political meeting in Chicago. It is 
understood that Gen, Palmer's party 
managers expressed fear to-day that. 
discreet and adroit as they consider him, 
what he might say would be made to 
appear as inciting violence. Another 
maiter discussed is the fact that the con- 
gregation of large bodies of men in times 
of public disorder is generally regarded 
as perilous in the extreme. The certain- 
ty of a great crowd at the meeting em- 
nha:izes this phase of the situation, and 
the results are being watched for eagerly.

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USEFUL AND SUGGESTIVE. 


—To the milk of bottle-fed children 
pure milk sugar, which can be obtained 
from any druggist, is the only form 
of sugar which should be added. 

—For chapped lips mix two table- 
spoonfuls of clarified honey with a few 
drops of lavender water or any other 
perfume and anoint the lips frequently. 

—A simple and effectual remedy for 
ivy poisoning is said to be sweet spirits 
of nitre. Bathe affected parts two or 
three times during the day, and the 
next morning scarcely any trace of the 
poison will remain.—Practical House- 
keeping. 

—Lemon Syrup.—Five pints of water, 
six pounds of sugar, two ounces of tar- 
taric acid. Boil these ingredients for 
ten minutes; add the white of an egg 
to clear it; boil five minutes, and, when 
cold, add the juice of ten lemons. Bottle 
and cork tightly. 

—During the so-called teething period 
there is no especial predisposition to 
disease; but the system then is in a con- 
dition which invites, as it were, asso- 
ciate disorders and complications. 
Many of the complaints which attack 
teething children are merely accidental; 
that is, they are in no wise dependent 
upon dentition. 

—Many of the so-called cheap cuts of 
meat are preferable; for instance, the 
shoulder of mutton is much more deli- 
cate than the leg, and, as few persons 
know, the price is low. The English, 
who of all people know what good mut- 
ton is, always give the leg to the house- 
hold and save the shoulder for the 
guests or first table. 

—Potato Eggs.—Mash some potatoes 
(not too new) witha little warmed milk, 
or cream, butter, salt, and the yelk of 
an egg well beaten up. Form the mix- 
ture into egg-shaped balls by pressing 
ft into an iron spoon (buttered); slip 
the potatoes out of the spoon upon but- 
tered paper, put them into the oven to 
thoroughly warm, but not to become 
browned. 

Fried Cucumbers.—Cut the cucum- 
bers into slices, about one-sixteenth of 
an inch thick; season with salt and pep- 
per; dip first in eggs and then in bread 
crumbs. Put two large tablespooi.fuls 
of lard or drippings into a frying-pan; 
when hot, put in a few slices at a time; 
when brown on one side, turn and brown 
the other. Take out carefully; drain 
on piece of brown paper and serve very 
hot.— Table Talk. 

—Castor oil is considered one of the 
safest and most effective cathartics for 
use with young children, and it is quite 
rightly esteemed an absolute necessity 
in the nursery. No one will gainsay, 
also, that there is scarcely a remedy 
more offensive to the taste. It can eas- 
ily be rendered much less so. Parents 
would do well, instead of buying the 
clear castor oil, to have the druggist 
make up a mixture of the oil and gly- 
cerine in equal parts. Ifa small quan- 
tity of peppermint is added to it, its of- 
fensive character will be nearly, if not 
entirely, removed. 





HOGS FOR MARKET. 


How to Produce the Kind of Pork Now 
Most in Demand. 

Those who have bred swine for a 
number of years have noted the change 
that has been going on meantime inthe 
kind of hogs grown for market. Not 
many years ago the hog was a much 
coarser animal, longer in coming to 
maturity, and when slaughtered showed 
@ larger proportion of lean meat. 
While being improved in the way of 
maturing earlier and showing finer 
bone, the tendency to lay on fat more 
rapidly has been increased, until now 
there is a general complaint that the 
quantity of fat is out of all proportion 
to the lean meat, and a change in this 
respect is demanded by consumers. 
How this is to be brought about is a 
question which is being freely discussed 
abroad, where there is a growing de- 
mand for what are called bacon pigs, 
such as will weigh from 150 to 225 
pounds at eight to nine months 
of age, and furnish meat well mixed 
with lean. This demand is not con- 
fined to foreign consumers, as the prin- 
cipal markets in this country show. The 
system followed in producing this ear- 
lier development and excessive fatness, 
has also unfavorably affected the vigor 
of swine, so that they are more subject 
to attacks of disease. This is to be at- 
tributed both to the method followed in 
breeding and the manner of feeding and 
caring for them. They are put to breed- 
ing early, those being mated that show 
the desired fineness of bone and apti- 
tude to fatten, and this followed up 
generation after generation has, as 
might have been expected, produced a 
stock less hardy. Many have kept their 
pigs in small pens or inclosures, where, 
with little opportunity to move about, 
they would fatten faster. Want of ex- 
ercise and lack of pure air produce an 
unhealthy condition which often ends 
in disease that rapidly reduces the 
herd. 

It is obvious that to secure a change 
and produce more vigorous, healthy 
pigs, and such as consumers are asking 
for, a change in the manner of manage- 
ment must be adopted. Select the 
strongest and most vigorous for breed- 
ing purposes, not the fattest and finest; 
give more room pastures or large 
yards, where an abundance of pure air 
may be had and plenty of exercise 
taken. Give a variety of food, such as 
tends to make growth rather than that 
which produces fat, and thus grow a 
hog thatyalthough not so heavy and 
fat, will be more acceptable to those 
who buy, and bring quite as much 
money. This is a subject to which tne 
attention of breeders should be given 
with a view to making this branch of 
their business less uncertain and more 
profitable,—National Live-Stock Jour- 
ee 


FARM AND HOUSEHOLD. 


—To keep cider through the winter 
tn an unfermented state, add one pound 
of whole mustard seed to the barrel, 
or to one quart of new milk add half a 
pint of ground black mustard seed and 
six eggs; beat together thoroughly and 
put into the barrel. It will keep it 
sweet a year or more. 

—Mushrooms are delicious cooked 
just like chipped beef, only they should 
stew longer. First be sure they are 
mushrooms, peel carefully discarding 
those that are not fresh; put on a fry- 
ing pan with a lump of butter, and 
when it is hot throw them in, season 
with pepper and salt, and when cooked 
soft add some rich cream. Let it boil 
half a minute and serve. 

—When you have no clover hay, but 
plenty of ensilage, Prof. E. W. Stew- 
art says this is a proper ration for a 
milch cow: Forty pounds of ensilage, 
three pounds of corn meal, four 
pounds ground oats, five pounds bran 
and three pounds pea-meal, and that it 
contains all the elements in fair pro- 
portion to make milk economically, 
and that of good quality and promotive 
of the health of the animals. 

—The farming of the future must be 
gradually contracted in the number of 
acres. Higher cultivation, more re- 
munerative crops. Less hard work 
over broad fields and closer attention 
to special paying crops on the fields 
that surround the house. More pas- 
ture, more stock and plenty of ensil- 
age, this insures the purchase of less 
commercial fertilizer and the very best 
results from the contents of the barn- 
yard.—Maryland Farmer. 

—Peach Custard.—Soak one-half cup- 
ful of gelatine with a cup of sugar and 
a dozen halves of peaches for one hour, 
then pour ona cup of boiling water 
and pass all through a strainer. Be 
sure to stir it over all the fire until 
the gelatine is dissolved. Set it aside 
to cool and when ready to congeal 
have ready a cup of rich cream; whip 
the cream until light, add a pinch of 
soda and stir it into the gelatine 
quickly, one spoonful ata time. Turn 
into a mold wet with cold water and 
set in a cold place to harden. 

—Bean Salad.—Cut the ends off the 
beans and boil until soft; pour ina 
colander and allow thei to cool; then 
put into a bowl and sprinkle with salt 
and pepper. Now make the dressing 
as follows: Melt a tablespoonful of 
lard in a saucepan, into which stir a 
tablespoonful of flour, an onion about 
the size of a walnut cut fine; to this 
add slowly one cupful of vinegar, 
diluted with water if too strony, let 
the whole boil a few minutes and pour 
over the beans, stir up well and add 
two tablespoonfuls of cream. Serve 
warm. 

—The cow-house should be kept as 
clean as possible by frequent removals 
of refuse, etc. Some even wash the 
passages and gutters down daily, with 
great benefit to the quality of their 
produce. The use of disinfectants is 
not always to be commended, because 
they have often a vile smell of their 
own. There is one, however, that we 
are quite sure might be used with very 
great benefit, both for its manurial and 
deodorising qualities, and that is peat 
moss. This soaks up all the liquid 
matter, and thus retains it for manure, 
while if used as litter it prevents 
sme'ls arising.

LOUISIANA LEPERS. 


Unfortunate Sufferers Who, Though Alive, 
Are Dead to Mankind, 

What was once known as “Lepers’ 
Land,” on St. John’s bayou, is now built 
up with pretty houses. It gained its name 
from the fact that when Spain ruled the 
land Governor Miro founded a hospital on 
this spot. Rebecca Harding Davis, who 
is now traveling in the Arcadian country, 
writes on the subject of the Louisiana 
lepers in Jiarper’s, from information 
gained from the parish priest. 

The dreadful disease first made its ap- 
pearance twenty years agoin Abbeville. 
The first attacked was an old Creole lady, 
her father having probably brought the 
tainted blood from France. When the 
white scales appeared upon her face her 
family all fled away from her in terror, 
even her husband. 

A young woman nursed her for three 
years, until the old woman died at last. A 
few years afterward she married a young 
farmer and lived happily with himina 
little cabin on the edge of the swamp. 
One day a shining white spot appeared on 
her forehead. In four years she was 
dead. 

There is nocure. The tainted families 
can only go off to some secluded spot in 
the wilderness and wait their summons, 
The real “Land of the Lepers,’ as it is 
called iu French, is situated on the lower 
Lafourche, below Harang’s canal. 

The bayouthere is turbid and foul; it 
flows through malarious swamps ‘lower 
than itself. The Creole planters there are 
honest and temperate folk, bat they 
are wretchedly poor. They raise 
only rice, and live on it and 
fish. The wet rice fields come up to 
the very doors of their cabins. The lep- 
rosy which certain families among them 
have inherited is developed by these con- 
ditions. Five years ago Prof. Joseph 
Jones, president of the State Board of 
Health, went himself with his son to ex: 
plore the cypress swamps and lagoons of 
the lower Lafourche. It is the region of 
the shadow of death. He found many poor 
iepers hiding there. They were as dead 
men who walk and talk. They could 
handle burning coals; they felt no longer 
cold, nor heat nor pain. Their bodies were 
as corpses. One man lived alone in a hut, 
thatched with palmettoes, which he had 
built for himself, eating only the rice 
which he had planted. No man nor wom- 
an had come near him for years,
